Slavery the Basis of Republicanism 


REOPENING OF THE SLAVE TRADE. 


SLAERY ESSENTIAL TO REPUBLICANISM. 


Salavery is national and not sectional. 
It was coeval with the Union, and existed 
of law as well as tact. in the colonial days 
which precedad the Revolution It was 
introduced oriznally with the sanction and 
through the exertion of the mother country. 
was received into all the Colonies and was 
an institution inevery State at the period ot 
the formation of the present Constitution. 
Not only this—every one of the ovizinal 
thirteen States solemnly recognized it, as an 
object of national importance an? having a 
natienal existence, vy ratifying the Cousti- 
tution which covered it by an express guar- 
antee in favor of the slave older. 

Such, briefly, are the true origin and 
political nature of sn instituiion now territo- 
rially peculiar to the South, which is deno 
unced and assciled as sectional by one half 
of the Union and is declared to be hostil to 
the principles on which the Cos itution is 
founded, a blot upon the national escutch- 
eon, and a sin before God and inan. But it 
isnot with the rampantey of foaming fana- 
ficism, or the shallow sophistries of hypucri- 
tical philanthropy we have here to do. 

We have a proposition to lay down that 
may appear startling to any because it is 
new, bat will have weieht and consideration 
with the thinking, inasmuch as it ts based on 
both philosophy and experience. We there- 
fore, declare that Slavery is not only nation- 
al, of origin ane of right, but it is essentia 
to republican nationality. But for Slavery, 
Republicanism would have lony since be- 
come a tale in these United Stats. 

But for the stern and unflinching vindica- 
tion of the rights of white men by the inde 
pendent citizens of the Slaveholding Stites. 
whom power could not intimidate, capital 
buy. or monopoy crush, this confedarey 
wonld have long since been merged into a 
central despotisin, as cruel and relentless as 
any that ever oppressed and tnpoverished a 
people, The bank monopoly on the one 
hand and the manulacturing monopoly ou 
the other, combining with the large monar 
chal element which, itis useless to deny, 
has always existed in the country, would 
have been able to effeet ths, but for the 
seady, manly opposition of their statesmen 
to frustrate the designs of that “Holy 
Alliance” against the rights and liberties of 
white men. 

It was in Slavery, that the conservative 
element of Republicanism was found, to over- 
come this reactionary movement toward the 
anoihtlation of indivi ual dignity and liberty, 
as well as State sovereiyny, and the subjus. - 
tion of the country to moneyed monopolies 
and a central power, It is among the slave- 
holding population that Republicanisin bas 
lad its true home and only defense. It is 
they who bave made the Union what it is. 
commercially and poivically. It is only 
they who can bearafler maintain a safe and 
honorable Union, and enjoy rational liberty 

History is instuctyie; heed its teachings; 
they are iavariable and unerring. [t tells us 
that a great republic never existed without 
sla ery. It tells us thai where partial and 
defined Slavery did not exist of law, the 
mass of the working people have deen slaves 
and worse thenslaves. Jt tells us that wher 
ever unrversal reedom has nominally exist 
poverty, want, and possible famine, and 
humiliating dependency of the poor upon the 
rich have been the price of painted delusion; 
and the remedy,inveriably the sane revo- 
lution and earnage, until nations have been 
alinost drowned tn their own blood. 

Slavery was ap disti ution in all the ancient 
Republics but in two we have eminent ex 
amples. In Rome, the mightiest in arms 
and Athens, he most vlorioues in art of all 
the old Republics Slavery prevailed to a 
greater extent than in’ any State of the 
Union. Jn Athens the proportio: of slaves 
to freeman was about two to on—in Rome 
scarcely less; and yet, with this institution 
imbedded in their very hearts, they lived and 
i}owished, ceutury after cen ury, and reached 
aimagailicen e anda grandeur of which the 
history of modern fice sociely affords no 
example. 

Modern free society. ax at present organized 
is radically wrong and rotten. [1 ts. sell- 
destroying, and can nevr exist’ bappily and 
normally untilit ts quailed by the tit: odue- 
tion of some principle equivalent in effect to 
the justitution of Souibern vegro Slayery | 
We do mean that the whives’ or the labore | 
portion of thaim, shourd hoi the relation of | 
slayes. Far from it. We would tave | 
tiem liberated from the real bondage, por- 
erty aad sant, to waich tree society va 
poses thei. They are liable to be depen- 
dent without the hope of relicf. ‘Phe cap 
tal theiriabor creates affords thein in return 
ne guaranty against want when the labor 1s 
no longer demanded. ‘Phey have the right 
to labour and pocket their wages, if they 
can get any; if not, then they have the 
vlorious right to starve at their own expense | 
and on their own responsibility —a privilege 
which the poor African slave cannot enjoy! | 

In the nocthen Satates, free -oci-ty has | 
proved a failure. It is rotten to the core. | 
lt would have destroyed itself ere this, but | 
that its disease bas had an outward manifes- 
tation, and tts feverish and desperate energies | 
have been directed in demoni c-enyity aod ; 
wartare against the South. Let the demon- | 
ism which i.s putrescence has engendered | 
succeed and s ciety, with its most sacred |

Such being the social and the political 
value otslavery. its diifusion and extension 
are ot the first importance, and nothing, at 
the present time, should more nearly interst 
the wise philanthropist and patriotic states 
men then to devise measures to effect these 
objects—to restore slavery to its original 
national character, aud mae it an object of 
pohtical solicit 'e.— We cannot avoid look 
ing With jealousy aud suspicion upoa any 
political combination ta the South which 
dose uot Hitly commit itself to these views, 
albeit not less a personage than Mr. Breck- 
turidge of Kentucky, gave his solemy sanc- 
tion to ther negation. 

We have heretoiore p inted to the meas- 
ure ol negro exemption as one hizhly favor- 
able to the o yects just named, to wit; the 
diffusion and extension of Slavery. and the 
consequent consolidation of the slave-owning 
huterest One other measure we are in 
favor ol, though we fear is announcement

About two weeksago a party of 30 Amen- 
cans srving in the Niearaguan army, wider 
the command of Co. MLcDonald, attacked 
and deove bebiad there barricades a large 
number of ebels, numbering 250. or perhaps 
niere. dn the encounter Oue American Was 
killed, and several wounded.
